A RAILWAY STATION “DODGE.” 
On Thursday, at tho West London Police Court, 
Edward West, an agent, and William Lyons, à

of a trick.—On Wednesday night the prisoners 
entered the Addison-road Railway Station, rolling 
about as f they were drunk. As their movements 
were of a suspicious character they were watched 
by Alfred Chapman, tho inquiry officer. The 
risoner West entered the refreshment bar on the 
own 32 and called for a glass of bitter, putting 
down s'tlorin in payment, the other prisoner re 
maining ontside looking through the window, 
The barmaid gave him the full change, but the 
risoner said she had only given him 10d. She 
ld him abe had given him the right change, but 
after some dispute she handed him another shik 
ling. He left and joined Lyons, both going ovet 
to the other side of the station. West went intg 
the firs' bar, and repeated the trick and 
received 1s. 10d. in change; but on finding that 
the barmaid refused to be cheated he pretended 
to pick up the shilling though he had it in his 
hand all the time. After the prisoners had 
walked round the booking-office, and making in- 
quiries about a train, West went into the seconde 
class bar and passed another florin, receving 
1s. 10d. change. He was seen to pass the shilling 
up his sleeve, and the barmaid refused to give 
him another. ‘The prisoners were then detained 
and given into custody.—Mr. Curtis Bennett 
committed them for three months’ hard labour. 


A CONVICT'S ESCAPE. 

A clever escape from gaol has lately been 
effected at Pretoria, McKeone, of the Krugersdorp 
bank robbery notoriety, having disappeared under 
rather mysterious circumstances. ‘The escape has 
created no great surprise, for when the convict 
was sentenced to twenty-five years’ imprisonment 
he asserted that in six months he would be a free 
man, which assertion he reiterated when he was 
removed from Johannesburg to Pretoria. The 
intrepidity of the man's nature, and his 
determined character, left no room to doubt 
that, if a favourable opportunity at any time 
should arise, he would make the most of it. As 
the result of an oficial inquiry, it was 
found that it was an impossibility for the bank 
robber to have made his way out of the yard in 
the morning, but that the escape, which was 

lotted with a warder named Cooper, must have 
Basa made the previous afternoon. The convicts 
were at work near the general cemetery, at a spot 
where the town refuse is generally deposited, 
Cooper's little gang, with which was McKeone, 
was working some fifty or sixty yards from the 
other prisoners. Whether there was an undere 
etanding between the warders and some of the 
convicts could not be ascertained, but it was 
conspicuously observed that when the whistle for 
the stopping of work was sounded, Cooper's lot 
immediately rushed towards, and mixed up with 
the others. Nobody seemed to have missed 
McKeone, and the gang was as usual inarched off 
to the gaol. Coming to the gate, another warder 
was at his post to count whether the number was 
correct, but the prisoners so rushed the entrance 
that it was impossible for him to see how maup 
entered. Something suspicious then happened. 
The white convicts were hurriedly driven into 
their cells, and Cooper locked the passage-door 
behind them. This being an unusual thing to do, 
he was asked to explain himself, whereupon he 
answered: “Oh! I have just locked it not to have 
any bother with the convicts any wore ; they are 
all safe now.” The cells were one by one locked 
about sunset, and the warder whose duty that 
was, could not fora certainty say whether one oe 
two persons were in MeKeone's cell. The next 
morning when the conviets were about startin 
for their work, McKeone was missing. 16 is quive 
evident that Cooper was instrumental in aiding 
the escape, as he has also disappeared.
